VICKSBURG, MISS., March 24.—The river 
below Natchez is slowly falling, though there 
is much water still upon the low lands. In 
some instances the back-water. from 
places above bas proved as destructive 
as the flood. The Ellis Clifts 
below Catherine’s Bend afford a safe haven 
for many eufferers. A large numberof stock 
has been congregated at Carr’s, forty-one 
miles below Natchez. Jackson’s Point is 
under water from Ashland to Ft. Adams, the 
largest town between Natchez and 
Bayou Sara, a distance of twenty miles. 
Three miles below Ft. Adams, at Hog’s 
Point, the levee has broken and done much 
damage, sweeping stock, implements and 
household goods into the raging torrent. The 


break was anticipated in a degree by the res- 
idents,and mucb of the property was saved. 

At Red River Landing, twelve 
miles below, the situation is said 
to be very bad indeed, the 
water running back from the bed of the river 
ten miles on either side. Nothing has been 
done at these points fur the issuance of Gov- 
ernment supplies, but as thse outlook is 
gloomy and no prespects for a crop, requi- 
sition will be made for it very soon. 
On the Louisiana side of the 
river the country is in a 
deplorable condition even to distances twen- 
ty-five miles from tbe river, and prospects for 
acrop are slim. At Raccourci the river is 
rising fully six inches dviiy and people are 
nearly starving, while the cattle are being 
washed away. People living in Point Coupee 
parish have applied for aid, but have not 
yet received it. Some supplies were sent to 
the third and fourth districts last week, but 
were inadequate to the demands of the hungry 
people. The river here 1s rising and there is 
no telling where it will stop. Over 2,000 head 
of stock have been drowned in this parish 
ulone. At Campbeliviile, a plantation upon 
which live about 400 colored people—and they 
ire about starving—-the houses are tumblin 
down and floating away. The women an 
ehildren have been stored in the lofts of a 
cotton gin. The negroes are to be pitied, as 
the landis their oniv source of income and 
the rent will go on at $7 per month, which is 
the usual price paid. Tbe water has 
been * rising in the Yazoo country 
at the rate of seven and eight inches each day. 
in the country around here pe are be- 
ing doled out from the vernment boat 
Anita, and only haif rations are given, as they 
are running short and the demand made 
upon them is very great. Horribie 
tales of suffering and woe 
told of persons floating about on rafts aad of 
the tops of houses, without any covering or 
anything to eat. ‘these eufferers are picked 
up by the hoat as they are found and previd- 
ed for. In Mississippi and Arkansas the 
damage will be great and inestimable. 
People hitherto — affluent will 
be left poor. Over 3,000 rations are now 
daily issued from Heiena, Ark., and a great 
many from other points. 


The Situation Below. 

Capt. Ed. Postal, who arrived here last night 
on the Anchor Line steamer City of Greenville, 
was seen by a POST- DISPATCH reporter to-day. 
The Captain is largely interested in steamboat 
property, owning as he does the finest packets 
that run out of Memphis into the side streams 


of the Mississippi. 

During the continuance of the flood, Captain 
Postal has watched every cbange and new 
phase of i¢ with attention. The worst, he 
thinks, ia now Over all along the line. Along 
the course of the St. Francis, 
Arkansas, Black and White Rivers, however, 
there was at present amorg the inhsrbitants a 
vast amount of trouble and suffering. The 
pec ple around Duvall’s Bluff, Ar- 
kansas, were also in a needy condi- 
tion. The rise oat of the Cumperland 
and Tennessee had spentits force, and was 
now simply having the effectof stopping the 
fall, that had begu:: to be very general Only 
one new break, the Captain 
said, had been caused by the 
action of the Cumberland and Tennessee 
flood, viz., at Henderson’s Landing just above 
Vicksburg. Capt. Postal was thoroughly 
satisfied that tne planters of § the 
entire overflowed districts wonld have 
ampie time to put in their crops, and if 
the season proved propitious, to raise tuusu- 
ally tine ones. Already along the Mississippi 
between St. Louis and Memphis farmers 


,and pianters were preparing their ploughing 


utensils to begin immediate operation. These 
people whose lands are overtiow - 
ed commence Planting in the 
following manner: They commence 
pares on that portien from which the waters 

ave first rececea. Their lands, of course, 
cently incline from the river bank to the in- 
terior. In this manner they are enabled 
to plant right on the heelsof the receding 
flood, and thus follow it to the river’s edge. 

The transfer steamer at Mempbis that had 
been running to Madison, Arkansas, and there 
connecting with the Littls Rock Eatlroad, 
would soon be enabled to make ite regular 
landing at Hopefield. 


IDENTIFIED BY THE TEETH. 


A Blaze Which Causes the Death. of a 
Fireman.

CINCINNATI, O., March 28.—At 1:30 a. m. a 
fire broke out in the large cracker bakery of 
Holmes & Co., 131 and 1383 West Front street. 
The buildings and stock were a total loss; 
also the adjoining establishment of Jno. 
Berger, leaf tobacco, 129 West Front street. 
The loss will be partial to building and stock 
from fire and water. Holmes & Co.’s loss on 
stock is $4,000; building, $6.000; machinery, 
$5,000... D. M. Holmes, of New York, had 


recently purchased and refitted the estab- 

lishment. When the fire was out the charred 

body of George Gerring, a fireman, was found 

in the debris. Gerring resided out of the 

city, and sometimes siept in the building 
when detained late. The body was identified 

by the teeth.

The Scaffold Also Employed at Clearfield 
and Middleburg—Account of the 
Quintuple Manging. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., March 24.—Frank and 
Henry Rumberger were hanged at 10:40 a. m. 
for the murder of Daniel Troutman, Novem- 


ber 10. 

@GCotb men ascended the scaffold with firm- 
ness. The religious services were very brief, 
and at the conclusion the Sheriff adjusted the 
ro,e, pulled the cap over their eyes and al- 
most immediately the tray Wassprung. The 
ce,minals died easily. Their necks were 
broken by the fali. 

THE CRIMES. 

The crime for. which Frank and Henry 
Rumberger were hanged was the murder of 
Danie! Troutman on the night of November 
14, 1880. The murdered man lived in an 
isolated spot about fourteen miles from 
Lyken+e, the home of the exevuted men. From 
their confession it was learned that Henry 
Rumberger planned the robbery of the old 
man, Who was known to have received a sum 
of money a few days before from the sale of a 
farm. Frank was taken along to assist in 
the ob. On Sunday afternoon of 
November 4, Henry hired a_ team, 
Grawn by a grav mare, at Tower 
City, a place ten milesfrom his home. Driv- 
ing back he got Frank at Lykens and then 
drove to where Trvutman lived. They were 
seen by a number of persons along the route 
until within half a mile of the house where 

THE CRIME WAS COMMITTED, 

Entering the bome of Troutman, which 
Was amerehut,they went to the bedside of the 
man und awoke him, demanding his money, 
He maintained he bad none,and after consid- 
erable parleying the old man jumped up and 
seized his gun, driving them _ both 
from the house. One ofthe m@®n ran to the 
tight and then tothe left, the old man follow- 
ing the latter, firing a shot which proved 
harmless. Frank, who had gone in the oppo- 
rite direction, coming arout:! the house to the 
rearof Troutman, tock deliberate aim and 
shothim. Both men left immediately and 
drove to Lykens by the same road they had 
come. The old man lived bout half an hour 
after being shot, and repeatediy said, 

“NENRY RUMBERGER SHOT ME.’ 

Upon this a warrant was taken out the follow- 
ing day and Henry arrested and lodged in 
‘jailin this city. ‘The day after being arrested 
he confessed to the facts as they were after- 
ward proven, and on November 17 Frank was 
errested, but provedan alibiand was dis- 
charged. But the woman, Ida Graff, who 
swore that Frank was with her onthe night 
of the murder, afterwards 

CONFESSED SHE HAD PERJURED HERSELF, 
whereupon he was rearres'ed and placed in 
jeil. Both men received tw trials and-were 
also heard before the Board of Pardons, tut 
‘'tonouse. The evidence was overwhe ming 
and poth were sentenced to pay the dea'’h 
penalty on March 24. Until very recently 
Frank has claimed entire innocence 
but finally made one confetsion after another 
until the whole story has been made known. 
Both men have borne bad characters in their 
own neighborhood for years. Henry, the 
oldest, is about 52 and unmarried. He was 
never considered a desperate man, but has 
borne the name of.asneakthief long before 
his inearceraticn on this charge. Frank, on 
the otber hand, is a young married man with 
a wife and three children. His life has beea 
full of adventure and daring, and heis just 
such aman as would take life if necessary to 
accomplish his end. The men, though bear- 
ing the same name, werein no way related.

Small Hung. 

PITTSBURG, Pa., March 24.—The first 
execution in six years occurred in the County 
Court-yard in this city at noon to-day, when 
Kdgar Frank Small was hanced for the mur- 
der of Nicholas Jacoby. Smali was a man 


of good natural parts, but from birth his 
surroundings were of the worst character. 
His victim was a mill workman whe bad mar- 
ried a woman named Lottie McAleese, 
who gained considerable notoriety some 
years ago in rowing bouts for prizes. In the 
evening of January 16, 1879, he found his 
wife in companv with Small, 
who had just been discharged from 
an eight-vear term in the penitentiary, ina 


beer saloon. He and Small had 
hard words and they fought, but 
were parted. In coing home, a 


short distance from the saloon, Jacoby 
was shot by some person close by him and in 
his dying statement asserted that Small did 
the deed. [Smasll 

WAS ARRESTED, TRIED AND CONVICTED, 
the'evidenve, though purely circumstantial, 
being very strong. After conviction every 
effort possible was made to have the con- 
demned man ardoned, but with- 
out avail, an in January of 
this year Gov. HIlovt signed his death war- 
rant, and throughout these years Small main- 
tained a stoical ind'fference as to his fate, 
and stoutly asserted his inmocence, 
only yesterday -rting a, letter to his 
sriritual adviser, in Which he said he was 
aboutto suffer for ancther one’s crime. He 
,emained up until 40’clock this morning,when 
be retired and siept well, rising at 8 
o'clock. After eating sparingly of his break- 
fast he proc*eded to dress himself with scru- 
} Ulous neatness. 

HIS MOTHER, 

attired in lack, called at 10 o’clock to see 
him for the last time. The interview was 
brief and very affecting. 

PITTSBURG, March 24.—The drop fell at 
12:10 p.w. ~meil protested his innocence to 
the last. He died of strangulation, 


The Drop of Death. 
CLEARFIELD, Pa., March 24.—The crime 
for which John A. Nerling was executed to- 


day at this place was as follows: 

On the 17th day of February, 1880, John 
A. Nerling and Samuel Pennington hada per- 
sonal quarrel in Houtzdale, Pa. After the 
parties were separated Nerling went home, 
ad about six hours afterwards returned 
with a Springfield musket loaded with six 
buckshot. seerching for Peanington. Hesoon 
found bim and passed him on the pavement 
and when but a short distance off turned an 
fired the contents into Pennington’s back. 
Nerling was arrested and lodged in Ciear- 
field, Pa., prison. 

IT WAS A HORRIBLE TRANSACTION. 
Notwithstanding the perforation<in Penning- 
ton’s body he lived until the 18th of April. 
Nerling wss tried and convicted of murder in 
the first degree. His counsel made a motion 
for a new trial. Argument was heard 
before Judge Davis at the January term, 1881. 
The motion was overruled, and on the 
10th January he was sentenced to be hanged. 
An spuee was taken to the Supreme Oourt 
atthe May term. The writ of error was dis- 
missed and the record returned to Clearfield 
for execution. Then the case was taken be- 
fore the Board of Records at the January 
session, 1882, asking for commutation of sen. 
tence to imprisonment for life. This the 
bosrd refused. Within ten days thereafter 


Governor Hoyt issued the death warrant, fix- 
ing upon Friday, March 24th, as the day of 
execution. 

The parties were native miners, and were 
largely connected in that section of the 
country, and many of their relatives are ex- 
cellent citizens in this and adjoining counties. 


He Would Do it Again. 
ANGELICA, N. Y., March 24.—John Mc 
Carthy was hanged here at noon for the mur- 
der of Mackay at Richburg, Allegheny 
county, in December last. He made a state- 
ment. He said he would commit the same 


crime under similar circumstances; that ;he 
killed Mackay in self-defense. 


A Murderer’s Doom. 
MIDDLEBURG, P., March 24.—Jonathan 
Mayer, one of the murderers of Kinzing, was 
hanged here at 11 o’clock. He made a con- 
fession from the scaffold implicating Ottin- 
ger, under arrest as one of his accomplices, 


but entirely exonerating Erle, the other. 
He stated the plunder for which the murder 
was committed amounted to only $75. 


Execution Deferred.

KNOXVILLE, TENN., March 24.—The Hodge 
brothers., convicted of the murder of their 
uncle and sentenced to be hanged to-day, 
have appealed to the Supreme Court, and the 
execution bas been deferred. 


DISASTROUS FIRES. 


Including Attempts to Fire the Town 
of Cleveland. 

CLEVELAND, O., March 24.—Soon after 2 
o’clock this morning, a fire of unknown 
origin broke out in W. P. Southworth’s 
wholesale and retail grocery siore, No. 114 
to 118 Ontario street. Nothing isleft of the 
large block except ruined walls, and the ad- 
jacent buildings are more _ oQr _iess 
seriously damaged. Southworth’s loss 
is estimated at $140,000; insurance $90,000 un 
stock, $22,500 on building and $3,750 on fix- 
tures. J. Krause & Co., dealers in 
carpets and jfurniture, had stock valued at 
$50,000, which they claim is totally destroyed; 
insurance, $33,5000. H. M. Brown, dry 
goods, loses »etween $20,000 and $25,000; in- 
surance, $25,000. Chandler & Rudd, grocers; 
Mrs. Willison, hair store, and two neighbor- 
hundred dollars each. Incendiarism is sus- 

ected. 

The fact that fire was first discovered in the 
part of Southbworth’s store where most of the 
inflammable matter is kept strongly points to 
incendiarism. Very soon after the blaze was 
first seen by the policeman the stock df gaso- 
line and coal on! exploded and the whole 
building was immediately aflame. A sarching 
investigation wii! be made. Before the fire- 
men bad ceased work on the smouldering 
ruins Mr. Southworth contracted with an 
architect and builder to rebuild on the site 
and have the store finished by May 31. 

A SECOND FIRE. 

CLEVELAND, O., March 24.— Within a few 
minuies after the alarm sounded for a down- 
town fire, another alarm sounded from an 
up-town district about a mile away, requir- 
ing the preseneé of several engine companies 
which had started for OQatario street. 
The second tire started in H. Campbell’s 
dwelling on Sago street and spread tothe 
ne gohboring houses and barns on Cedar 
avenue until three dwellings and four barns 
and sheds were soon destroved and others 
more or less damaged. The aggregate loss is 
not yet ascertained. It is supposed this was 
also incendiary. The fire was set to divide 
the Fire Department and insure the greater 
destruction of property.

A large por- 
tion of the finest sugar lands is mundated. 
The Executive Relief Committees organized 
here vesterday are meeting with much suc- 
cess, and will raise about $30,000.

Adams, in the winter and spring of the 
year 1880, furnished stationary, etc.,to the 
‘Sherman Campaign Committee’—a political 
committee for the advancement of the candi- 
dacy of Hon. John Sherman for the Presiden- 
tial nomination in 1880—whose headquarters 
were in the Corcoran Building, opposite the 
Treasury Department Building. For this 
stationery, etc., sundry vouchers or accounts 
against the Treasury Department,. aggregat-

The ‘file-holders’ so n»med in such 
vouchers were never purchased or received

paid for the same out of the Treasury on

etc.

wag ns.’ The vouchers on which said sum 
was paid cail for ‘two wagons.’ The wagons 
were not sold or delivered. The articles 
actually delivered to the department, and for 
which said s):m was paid, were two carriages 
—one a ‘coupelet,’ or snail ‘iandaulet,’ at $500, 
and the other a ‘coupelet’ at $350. 

**In the same report, under date of July 11, 
1878, there appears a payment of $250 to said 
McDermoits for ‘one wagon.’ The voucher 
on which said sum was paid calls for ‘one 
wagon.’ The articie actually delivered and 

aid for was a second-hand carriage called a 

upe rockaway.’ 

‘lu tbe same report, for the fiscal year 1880, 
under date of March 31, 1880, there appears a 
payment of $350 to raid McDermotts for ‘one 
express-wayon.’ There was no ‘express-wa- 
gon’ delivered to the depariment; the article 
sold and delivered was a ‘single buggy.’ The 
transaction was asfollows: McDermotts sold 
and delivered to the department ‘a single 
buggy,’ at the price of $350, and received 
from the Treasury Department at the price of 
$160 a secoud-hand carriage—being the saiue 
coupe-rockaway sold and delivered by them 
to the Department on July 11, 1878, $250, and 
paid for ona voucher ca'ling for ‘one wagon,’ 
asjbefore stated—and $200 in cash.”

“Iu the same report, for the same year, 
there appear three payments to Geo. C. Hen- 
ning, each for ‘billiard vioth.’ The ‘billiard 
cloth’ was not delivered. The articles acty- 
ally deiivered and paid foron said three 
vouchers for *bilijard cloth’ were‘ulster over- 
coats’ for the employes driving carriages and 
Wag bs. 

“In October, 1879, Herman Blau, who had 
been for many years laying carpets in the 
Treasury Building, was told by T. D. Skeen, 
foreman of laborers, that Custodian Pitney 
wanted him to go to Secretary Sherman’s res- 
idence and relay some carpets. Thereupon he 
went to the house and laid the carpets, charg- 
ing $12 therefor, and presented his bili to said 
Skeen, who directed him to include the 
amount in his account for laying carpets in 
the Treasury Building. He uid so include 
the amount, and was paid out inthe Treasu 
ry. Skeen was the only one with whom Blau

“Henson Mackol, a laborer under Skeen, 
foreman, at the instance of said Skeen worked 
aout two davs with a whitewash-brush and 
bucket from the Treasury Department at the 
stables of Secretary Sherman, and was paid 
out of the Treasury; 

“Juhu Niernesee, a draughtsman employed 
in the office of the Supervising Architect of 
the Treasury Department, worked some ten 
days during offive hours in making the plans 
and the detailed and general drawings for the 
new house of Secretary Sberman, on K street, 
and was paid out of the Treasury. He firet 
made drawings in 1878, which were thrown 
aside. He began again in December, 1879,anod 
worked on til! the fall of 1880. Most of the 
work he did was done at night and on Sun- 
days. Atone time, when a lot of drawings 
was required to be finishedina hurry, it was 
suggested to Niernesee that if he would agree 
to do the work at home he ‘could get a couple 
of weeks’ leave.’

W. Gilland Edgar P. Simmons, draughts- 
men, empluyed in the office of the Supervis- 
ing Architect of the Treasury Department, 
each worked afew hours during office hours 
on the drawings, ete., for Secretary Sher- 
man’s house, and received only their regular 
pay from the Treasury.” 

Ifthese cold-blooded citations from the re- 
port of the Investigatiug Committee can be 
called an exoneration of Senator Sherman, 
the latter can have no other estimate of the 
public than that they are fools.

TE A-TASTING. 


The Singular Profession of an O14 New 
Yorker. 
From the New Yor Times. 


A certain front room on the ground floor of 
a Wali street building presents a most pectu- 
liar appearance for a Wall street otlice. Near 
the center stands around tavle; on itarea 
number of sma!l porcelain cups; close at 
hand is a burnished urn emitting wreathing 
cloudiets of steam. An elderly gentleman, 
with a patriarchal white beard, is seated at 
the table, and behind him stand several per- 
sons, apparently staid business men. An at- 
tendant approaches with a number of tin can- 
isters, from one of which he takes a small 
quantity of tea, and, after weighing itina 
diminutive pair of scales standing in the cen- 
ter of the table, places itin one of the cups. 
Using a separate canister each time, 
this operation is continued until 
each cup on the table has been supplied. 
The attendant next proceeds to fill the cups 
with boiling water from the urn. This hay- 
ing been accomplished, the elderly gentleman 
draws closer to the table and takes up the 
cup of tea nearest at hand. Those surround- 
ing him approach nearer. The elde:ly gen- 
tleman holds the steaming infusion for some 
instants under his extended nostrils, as if 
enjoying the delicious aroma exh.led, and 
then, after a moment’s pause, with much de- 
liberation, places the cup to his lips. Mon- 
strous incongruity! Here isan elderly g 
tleman quietly having a tea party in Wa 
street during the busiest hours, and here 
are a number of business men who 
seemingly nothing better to do 
to watch the old gentleman’s 
proceedings. About them on all sides 
are bankers’ and brokers’ offices and com- 
mercial institutions of ali kinds. In the 
street the tide of business eddies and surges 
with feverish restlessness. Business men are 
passing back and forth with hasty steps; 
clerks and messengers and porters are rusad- 
ing to and fro as if their fortunes and those 
of their emplovers depended on their speed: 
in the offices all is activity, bustie and life; 
the very idiers seem imbued with a spirit of 
restiessness, with a desire to bestir theme- 
selves and be doing something. And yet the 
elderly gentleman continues to sip each of 
the many cups of tea before him with a most 
provoking ar of coolness and deliberation, 
while those around him look on with the ut- 
most interest, maintaining at the same time a 
deferential silence. 

Such was the sceae which, one affernoon 
during the past week, attracted a knot of 
curious lookers-on in front of an office in the 
lower part of Wall street. To a person glanc- 
ing sround with a view to making further ob- 
“servations, a clue to the meaning of the scene 
was to be obtained from the small sign near 
the door, bearing the inscription: 


BROWN, SMITH & CO., TEA BROKERS. 

For this is a tea broker’s office; the elderly 
yentlieman at the table is a professional tea- 
taster: those around him are tea-cdlealers. En- 
tering the oftice, a clearer idea may be ob- 
tained of the appearance it presents. A 
large, somewhat bare-looking apartment; a 
number of shelves along the walis, like 
th: se to be seen in a druggist’s shop, upon 
which are arranged row after row of small 
tin canisters containing samples of tea; here 
and there afew prints of scenes from the 
Flowery Land, looking dim and feebie, as if 
exhausted in the vain effort to shed an Urien- 
tal glow over anything insuch a hopelessly 
matter-of-fact locality as Wall street; ina 
corner a larze office-desk; near the center of 
the room the burnished urn and the circular 
table with its tiny cups and diminutive scales 
—such is the orthodox tea-broker’s office. 
The unpapered walls are hard finished; the 
carpetiess floor is oak-stained; there is nv 
furniture or material of any kind that is cal- 
culated to encourage or to gutherdust. Of 
oftices of this kind there are avout two dozen 
in New York, that representirg the number 
of tea brokers, largeand smali,in thie city. 
a are chiefly situated in the neighborhood 
of Wall, Front and Water streets. 

Drawiog nearer to the table, where the at- 
tendant is engaged in preparing a second set 
of sampies for the tes-taster, a clear insight 
may be gained as to the manner in which the 
preparation of tea-tasting is conducted. The 
attendant takes a small quantity of tea from 
the canister, and places as much of itin the 
diminutive scales in the center of the table 
as will balance asilver half-dime. He then 
drops the tea into one of the cups, which are 
made of fine porcelain and hold about half a 
gill. The samples to be tasted having been 
disposed of in the various cups, he fills the 
latter with boiling water from the urn. The 
tea-taster then holds each of the cups in turn 
beneath his nostrils to catch the aroma 
exhaled, which is of great assistance in 
enabling him to determine the quality. When 
the tea has suiliciently coolea to be nut much 
more than lukewarm, he proceeds to test it 
by tasting1t. This operation is conducted 
with much solemnity and deliberation, tne 
tea-taster closing his eyesas if to shut him- 
self out fvom the world, and insisting on the 
strictest silence being maintained hy those 
around him as long asthe test is in progres- 
sion. Heoniv takesa few sips from each 
cups but sometimes he applies himself a 
second, a third, and even a fourth time to the 
sauie Sample. The tests having been made, 
the tea-taster renders a decision as to the 
quality of the different teas he has sampled 
and the values at which they should be rated 
in the market. By manyit may be thought 
that the matter of deciding as to the quaitty 
of diffcrent kinds of tea must depend lurgely 
upon individual ideas and _tuste. As 
far as the professional tea-taster is concerned, 
this 1s a popular delusion. Tea-tasting,in a 
professional sense, is very decidedly a trade 
in itself, and like most other trades has to be 
learned by dint of application and experi- 
ence. That it is not merely a question of in- 
dividual taste is demonstrated by the fact 
that when, asis oftenthe case, a certain set 
of sample» is submitted to several tea-tasters, 
acting independently of each other, the vari- 
ous opinions rendered as to quality and value 
are almost invariably identical. So delicate 
are the perceptions of the tea-taster that he 
quickly and uccurately grades the different 
saippies submitted to him, recognizing the 
most minute gradations, and in many in- 
stances pronouncing the part of the country 
in which a certain tea was grown. In the 
same way, the judgment of the tea-tasters 
purchasing the tea in China for the impor- 
ters, as ageneral rule, coincides with that of 
the tea-tasters here. 

The tea trade in this city is divided into four 
distinct branches—the importer, the broker, 
the jobber and the retailer. The wholesale 
price of tes ranges from 10 to 70 cents per 

ound. The importer’s profit 1s a moderate 

ul remunerative one, the largest percentage 
of protit, from 40 to 60 per cent, falling to the 
retailer. Whbena consignment of tea is re- 
ceived vy the importer samples of the con- 
signment, which often consists of different 
kinds of tea, are sent to the broker, who dis- 
poses of it to the large retailers or to the 
jobbers, who in turn seil in lesser quanti 
ties to the smaller retailers. The broker 
receives 1 per cent commission on all sales 
effected by him. The _ tea-taster acts 
in the interests of the broker, to whose 
advantage it is to have a correct | esti- 
mate of the quality and vulue of the tea he is 
handling, in orderto satisfy and retain bis 
customers. There ure but few professional 
tea-tastersin this city. Altogether they do 
not number more than thiriy or thirty-five at 
most. They are generally men of long expe 
rience in thetea trade, and many of them 
have acted as buyersin China for large im- 
porters here. The occupation of a tea-taster 
ean scarcely be termed a healthful one. The 
constant absorption of tea superinduces a 
nervous, excitable condition, and occasion- 
ally leads to nervous diseases and attacks of 
insomnia. The injury sustained by constant 
tea-sampling differs in individuals, but is 
more or less marked in all. The calling is 
pecuniarily a very profitable one.

Anna Dickinson’s Discoverer.

I went to see Anna Dickinson piay ‘‘Ham- 
let’? on her opening night in New York. She 
bad a large house, an@ looked well in men‘s 
trunks and hose—having no delicacy about 
her limbs, but they were stout enough. MHer 
dress was a sort of dark purple. Sne looked 
per old about the throat and chevks, but 

er pretty brow and fine pair of eyes were 
admired. She was ill at ease, and looked, as 
she came on, like a person sv0n to be shot. 
She put her hands on the sma2!! of her back, 
and played nearly the first act with them 
there, apparently afraid to put them forward; 
and when she did gesture, she used her 
hands and arms like a balance-pole to walk 
a tight rove with. Her voice was better 
than I expected, and for some time its soft 
cadence and depth of tone were pleasing; but 
she soon lost the proper pitch, and taiked a 
key or two above the peopie on the stage, and 
consequently the play ran more and more on 
her part intoahollow deciamation—ilike a 
woman on the top of the house trying to be 
conversational with people on the ground.

Puerperal Fever Conveyed by a Nurse. 
From the Sanitary Engineer. 

The danger that a midwife may carry con- 
tagious disease from one bedside to another 
was the subject recently of. some remarks by 
a physician to the Cleveland Board of Health. 
He stated that recently, in his own practice,a 
German m dwife had conveyed puerperal fever 
to three patients, all of whom had died. The 
physician had cautioned the woman «nen she 
was attending the originai case of the fever, 
telling her that she might be the means of 
conveying it to others, but his words were dis- 
revarded, and three lives, as he believed, sac- 
rificed in consequence. The Board of Health 
were sufficiently impressed by the statement 
to instruct the Health Officer to cause her ar- 
rest under the law governing the conveyance 
of contagious diseases.

SHIPHERD’S SCHEMES, 

The newspaper public has hearda great 
deal of late in a confused way about a certain 
JACOB R. SHIPHERD, and there has been an 
odor of guano and corruption in the airin and 
around Washington for some weeks. Mr. 
SHIPHERD, who spends his time dallying 
with malarial fever and flirting with neural-

He is said to be a 
Lroken-down preacher, an exploded financier 
and an attorney without even education or 
practice. He has been compared to Mr 
“Montague Tigg,’’ the distinguished in- 
surance organizer with the abbreviated shirt- 
collar, though lacking somewhat that roseate 
being’s dash and fervor. Nobody has ever 
been precisely able to locate the Peruvian 
Company which Mr. SIUIPHERD claimed to 
represent, but he appeared in Washington as 
its attorney and managed to display such 
serene cheek and impudence as to lift himself 
into an international character. He distrib- 
uted stock which had not been issued or en- 
grayed. He corresponded freely with a Sen- 
ator of the United States, the Secretary of 
State, and a Minister Plenipotentiary. He 
assumed at all times the right to act for the 
mythical Peruvian Company which he pre- 
tended to represent, and, so far as the records 
go, he did not refer any of his acts toa higher 
power for approval. 

So far as the present investigation is con- 
cerned, it has developed neither great princi- 
ples nor matters of public policy, but it has 
lifted into some conspicuity four persons 
bezides Mr. SHIPHERD himself. Among these 
are STEPHEN HURLBUT, of Llinois, our Min- 
ister to Peru, whose reputation as a grantor 
of cotton permits during the war may have 
commended him to the attention of the auda- 
cious confidence man. SHIPHERD seems to 
bave considered that the proofs of interviews 
with this official would be sufficient to con- 
demn him and fasten him to his projects. He 
did not attempt to bribe him outright—he did 
not offer to pay him cash; but, according to 
his testimony, he gave him to understand that, 
if all went well with the Peruvian Company, 
in the end he would be well cared for. The 
extent that HURLBUT went in the matter has 
not been ascertained yet, but he certainly had 
dealings with SHIPHERD and to this degree 
he may be regarded as smirched. He proba- 
bly stood prepared in bis ministerial capacity 
to give tne scheme a boost if it promised 
well. 

The next person placed inan awkward posi- 
tion by the investigation is Senator BLAIR, of 
New Hampshire: He took some of the stock 
of the Peruvian Company and was engaged as 
attorney to further the interests of SHIPHERD 
with BLAINE. Heisa New England states- 
manwith a profound sense of thrift and he 
thought that he saw money in the guano. 
He is a teetotaler of the prohibition class 
and he probably took the same view of the 
guano business that his worthy brother 
SCHUYLER COLFAX took when he was 
tempted with the Credit Mobilier scrip. He 
did not inform Secretary BLAINE or anybody 
else, when he introduced SHIPHERD, that he 
(BLAIR) was acting as an attorney. But the 
evidence to this effect is believed to be 
irrefragible. Mr. BLAINE, it seems, 
condescended to have several  inter- 
views with SHIPHERD after he had 
been introduced by the good New England 
Senator. .He was comparatively unknown to 
the Secretary, and he seems to have unfolded 
his plans insidiously. When HURLBUT in- 
timtaed that SHIPHERD had attempted to 
bribe him Mr. BLAINE caused the name of 
the pseudo-attorney and capitalist to be 
stricken from the rolls of the State Depart 
ment. There is, therefore, some animus in 
the careful efforts of the witness to insinuate 


HURLBUT, and unless his evidence is well 
corroborated it will not count for much. 

‘The other person of prominence held up 
before the country is Collector ROBERTSON, 
‘*the only Federal official who took a fee” 
from the adventurous representative of the 
guano grabbers. Mr. R. frankly admits that 
he was asked to give alegal opinion, and that 
he gave itand was paid forit. Heseems to 
be the only person who reached the Peruvian 
Company ina substantial way, though the 
number of gentlemen, both in public and pri- 
vate life, who entertained glowing hopes 
must have been large, for SHIPHERD seems 
tohave been disposed to throw some of the 
colors of the rainbow of promise into the 
near future as he moved about in the impres- 
sionable corridors of the Washington hotels. 


OVER in Iilinois the Republicans of the 
Legislature have the power to redistrict the 
State so as to deprive the Democrats of rep- 
resentation in the lower branch of Congress. 
It wouldn’t be a difficult matter for them to 
shut the great and géo0d BILL MORRISON out 
entirely. If the 280,000 Democratic voters of 
the State were disfranchised in this way, the 
poorest Democrat in Missouri would féel if 
his duty to fill the air with curses and lamen- 
tations. And yetthe Democrats of Missouri 
are seriously considering a scheme to deprive 
the entire Republican party of the State of a 
voice in the law-making department of the 
Government. The only excuse for this con- 
templated outrage is that the Republicans 
have abused their powers and privileges in 
some ofthe Northern States and there must 
be retaliation. The theory seemsto be that 
the commission of a political crime justifies 
another of equal enormity. 


OF course the Globe-Democrat hada good 
joke on the Republican in printing simulta- 
neously a list of-the heavy tax-payers of St. 
Louis, but we can hardly be expected to be 
amazed at the daring enterprise which sent a 
corps of reporiers into a public office to covy 
a list of names from a record, after due notice 
had been giventhatit was to be had. It was the 
humor of the thing that chiefly impressed us. 
Now, if the Globe-Democrat had printed a 
list of the people who are expected to pay 
taxes and who do not, together with the 
names of tax-payers who falsify returns— 
thereby incurring the enmity of a great 
many exalted people—that would have been 
real enterprise combined with nerve, judg- 
ment and skill.

All shipment of coal 
from the Boone County Coal Mining Company’s 
mines in Boone county has been stopped—all 


coal cars ordered to St. Louis; the company 
cannot even get cars to supply their local 
trade. The Randolph county mines are inthe 
same fix. ILunderstand that Mr. Gould pro- 
poses to get his coalto supply his North Mis 
souri. Rauroads from Llinois. sThis I presume 
he has a legal right to do, but it is pretty 
bard on the coal operators, and still harder 
on the miners (about six hundred in number). 
Many of them own small properties around 
the mines whivh will be utterly worthless if 
the mines are to stop tor good, and 
such seems to be the prospect at present. 
Itis also rumored that some of the heaviest 
producing coal mines at Bevier and Summit, 
in Macon county, are shut down, which,if true, 
will make matters so much worse for the min- 
ers of Missouri. One of the aged grannies who 
edits a daily newspaper in St. Louis preached 
up last summer the Gould combination was to 
be a great blessing, a perfect ‘‘bonanza’’ to 
Missouri, May the good Lord save 
the laboring classes of Missouri from many 
such aisguised blessings. Some of 
the miners who worked here have gone to Dji- 
nois, and others start this week for Colorado 
and New Mexico. There are many theories 
advanced as to why our trade has been shut 
off. My own opinion is this: to starve the min- 
ers for three or four months, and then offer 
them work at starvation prices; tor you well 
know the operators must have their proftit,even 
if the miner starves. Our wages are low 
enough now, when our nard and very dan- 
gerous Calling is taken in consideration.

Henry Wadsworth Longfellow, the 
Poet, Breathing His Last 
* at Bis Home. 


_— 


His Family Summoned—Sketch of His 
Career—Peritonitis the Cause. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 24.—The poet Long- 
fellow, a dispatch from Boston this morning 
says, is dving from peritonitis. The dispatch 
adds that his ph,sicians have abandoned all 
hope for his recovery and that the poet’s 
family have been summoned to his bedside. 


Longfellow’s Career. 

The announcement by telegraph that Henry 
Wadsworth Loogfellow, one of America’s 
most eminent poets, is dying, will be received 
with the deepest and most profound sorrow, 


a only by bis countrymen, but by the world 
at iarge. 

In every language of modern civilization his 
verses have been transcribed, finding a sym- 
pathetic refrain in every heart that worships 
the beautiful. 

Longfellow was born in Portland, Me., Feb- 
ruary 27, 1807, is a son of the late Hon. Stephen 
Longfellow, and a descendant of Wm. Long: 
fellow, of Newbury, Mass. This gentleman— 
the first of the name who came to America— 
was born in Hampshire, Eng., in 1651, emi- 
grated to Newbury. Mass., where, in 1676, he 
married Anne Sewall, and was drowned 
at Anticosti, & large desert island 
of Canada East, in the estuaryfof the St. Law- 
rence, in 1690. On his mother’s side Longfel- 
low is a descendant of John Alden, who came 
overin the Mayflower and was the first man 
that landed at Piymouth. He entered Bow- 
doin College in 1821 and graduated in 1825, after 
which he devoted himself for a short time tu 
the study of the law. Having received 
the appointment of Professor of Modern 
Languages in his Alma Mater, he went abroad 
in 1826 ror the purpose of enlarging his op- 
portunities of studious application, and spent 
three years and a halfin France, Spain, Ger- 
many, Holland and England. 

IN 1829 
he assumed the duties of his office, andin two 
years after he became a married man. 

In 1835, by the resignation of George Tickon, 
the distinguished author of ‘‘Spanish Litera- 
ture,’’ a vacancy occurred in the faculty of 
Harvard College, and Mr. Longfellow was 
elected Professor of Belles Lettres. A second 
trip to Europe was the consequence of 
the new appointment, and the pilgrim-scholar 
again enjoyed the opportunity of gratifying bis 
thirst for the choicest proauctions of Continen- 
taljliterature among the scenes and, in some 
cases, amid the associations to which they 
owed their birth. The summer of 18385 was 
passed in Denmark and Sweden, the autumn 
and winter in Holland and Germany, and the 
ensuing spring and summer in the Tyrol 
and Switzerland. Whilst residing in Rotter- 
dam a wnelancholy event occurred in Mr. 
Longfellow’s family history which has invested 
that city with a never dying interest in: his 
memory. The companion of his 
life and wanderings was sud- 
denly summoned to other and eternal scenes, 
and he returned home a widower. In 1843 
be married again. After holding his profes- 
sorshipin Harvard College for about twenty 
years, Mr. Longfellow retired in 1854 tothe 
undisturbed enjoyment of literarv leisure; and 
he bas since that period given to the world the 
most famous of his poeticai compositions. 

MR. LONGFELLOW 
first sought the road to pubiic honors by pur- 
Suing the beaten path, time out of mind 


the highway of trembling author- 
ship—coutributing to the literary pe- 
riodicals. Many of his juvenile 


poems were originally published in the Unitea 
States Literary Gazette, a Boston magazine, 
and at a later day, when success had increased 
confidence in his powers, he contributed a 
number of admirable papers to the North 
American Review. Here we first see 
Mr. Longfellow  tairly committed to 
a literary career that has ultimately 
resulted in such eminent distinction. One of the 
most noted productions of Mr. Longfellow’s 
was the Indian poem, ‘‘Hiawatha.’’ 
Of all ouc poets, Longfellow best 
deserves the title of artist. He has studiedthe 
ree oe of verbal melody and rendered 

imself master of the mysterious affinities 
which exist between sound and sense, word 
and thought, feeling and expression, His ele- 
gant tactin the use of language is doubtless 
tne chief cause of his grand success. 
THE SECRET OF MR, LONGFELLOW’S GREAT POP- 
ULARITY 
as a poet is probably that of all similar popu- 
larity, namely, the fact that his poetry ex- 
pressed the universal sentiment inthe simplest 
and most melodious manner. Each of 
his most noted songs is the peem of a 
feeling common to every mind in moods 
into which every mind is liable to fall. Thus, 
‘*‘A Psaimof Life’’ ‘‘the Fire of Driftwood,’’ 
‘*The Open Window,’’ are all the most ade- 
quate and inexpressibly delicate renderings of 
quite universal emotions. 

la Henry Wadsworth Longfellow the world 
atlarge hasseen: ‘‘The autumn fruitage of 
a mind eminent for the fragrance and luxuri- 
ance of ita early blossoms, and whose golden 
summer has not unbeseemed the prom 
ise of its spring. As the an- 
tumn sun sinks gently to rest 
in an unciouded sky, so will Longfellow have 
passed away—leaving the snbdued beauties of 
the sunset behind; he will pass to rest as 
calmly as falls the dewdronp on the rose, and 
the world may say, Reguiescat in pace.’

Weingartner absented herselffrom home, and 
has remained away ever since,

in executive session. Health Com- 
missioner Francis .appealed to Superin- 


tendent Howurd for his opinion in 
the matter and was told that it would be a 
doubtful experiment. 

Yesterday a Post-DisPparcu reporter met 
Dr. N. DeVere Howard, Superintendent of the 


Insane. Asylum, and asked him how many

The report of two gun-shots rang through 
the corridors and court-rooms of the Four 
Courts a few minutes past 9 O’cilock this morn- 
ing.Simultaneously with the report Doorkeeper 
King, of the jail, appeared at the railing and 
hurriedly calied Jailer Ryanand Deputy Wells, 
who armed themselves and were soon on 
the jail floor with a dozen patrolmen 
and detectives and Capt. Tom Fruchte, who 
were attracted by the reports. Sergt. Jack 
Campbell, Detective Lawler and a number of 
officers surrounded the Four Courts biock, 
1eady forany emergency or the reception or 
any one who might scale the walls, The cause 
of the commotion was as follows: At the end 
of the morning cxercise hour, when 200 prison 

ers were on the floor, the whistle was blown to 
return tothe cells. Many of the occupants of 
the upper tiers were ontheir way up stairs, 
when

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What the Board of Public Im- 
provements is Doing.

The Streets Which are to be Forth- 
with Reconstructed. 


Granite Blocks to be Laid on Nu- 
merous Highways. 


The Street Movement Begun—Streets 
Paved With Granite the 
City’s Need. 


Tnat the granite boom has struck the town 
must be evident to anybody who has been 
watching the movements of the Board ot Pub- 
lic Improvements. Thatre body its resolved to 
get granite blocks laid as quickly as possi- 
ble and are pushing th work in 
the face of a aetermined opposition. 
A giance at the work already ordered and to 
be ordered soon will not be uninteresting. The 
board has already let the contracts for the fol 
lowing streets,and the letting has been approv- 
ed by the Council, so that the work wil) be 
begun just as soon as the Street Commissioner 
thinks the weather tavorable: 


First street, from Almond tao Poplar streets; 
cost, $3,150. 

First street, from Morgan to Christy avenue; 
cost, $3,098 50. 

Second street, from Carr street to the end 
ofthe wooden pavement, 255 feet north of 
Franklin avenue; cost, $7,504. 

Second street, from Pine to Locust streets; 
cost, $6,529 25, 

Seco:.d street, from Market to Chestnut; 
cost, $3,048 25. 

In the followtne cases 

TAKE GRANITE CONTRACTS HAVE BEEN LET, 
under ordinance, by the Board of Public Im- 
provements, and all that is now wanting is 
that the Council shall approve the letting: 

Commercial street, ailthe way from Elm to 
Olive str ets. 

First street, from Almond to Spruce street. 

First street, from Walnut to Vine street. 

lirst street, from Morvan to Dickson street. 

Second atreet, from Locust street to the end 
of the wooden pavement 255 feet north of 
Franklin avenue, formerly Uherry street. 

A yearly contract has also been letto W. R. 
Allen, for reconstructing with granite such 
streets as may be ordered by the Street 
Commissioner, the cost being $22,187 50. 
Under this various small jobs have been done 
in ail parts of tne city. The total cost of the 
sixteen contracts given up, all.of which have 
been let, is $158,414 60.

CONTRACTS NOW BEING CONSIDERED 
by the board, some of them in all stages of 
progress. 

The portions of the city which tne board has 
recommended to be paved with granite, and 
for which ordinances are now pending before 
the Assembly, are: 

Cass avenue, from Broadway to Fourteenth 
street. 

Pine street, from Main street to Fourth. 

Christy avenue, from Third to Fourth streets, 
and from Seventh to E'eventh streets. 

St. Charles street, from Fitth to Twelfth 
street. 

Market street, from the wharf to Fourth 
street. 

Seventh street, from Cerre to Market street, 
and from Market street to Washington ave- 
nue. 

Chestnut street, from Second to Third street. 

Olive street, from Fifth to T velfth street. 

This ordinance is now before the Coun 
cil. The material mentioned is 
Medina sandstone. It is very 
likely, however, that the material will be 
changed to granite. In regard to the rest of 
Olive street, trom Ninth to the western sub- 
arb?, & monster petition is now before the 
Board of Public Improvements, signed by a 
majority of the tax payers, asking that the 
street be paved with granite biocks as soon as 
possible. There is, however, some opposition 
to the plan. 

In regard to Washington avenue things are 
just now at a stunc-still, but some bing 
willbe done eoon,. Some time ago the board 
recommended to the Assembly an ordinance 
to pave the avenue from Ninth to Twelfta 
street with Medina sandstone. This billis now 
pending There is some objection to it, how- 
ever, andthe Board of Public Improvements 
have about avreed on an ordinance to pave 
Washington avenue from Fifth to Twelfth 
with granire. The bourd is still considering 
the ordinance andiwiil recommend it'at un early 
day to the Assembly, thinking that it will 
he more favorably received by the 
p.ioperty-owners than the Medina 
sandstone ynroject. At the same 
time, an ordinance bill be recommended by 
the board to lay granite on Weshington avenue 
from the wharfto Third street.

THE CASS AVENUE PEOPLE, 

where the paving is to be done from Broadway 
to Fourteenth street, are especially aggrieved. 
Cass avenne is very wide for most 
of the distance and the cost will 
be very heavy to the tax-payers. 
In many cases it will amount to more than one 
tourth the value of the property, which is tie 
limit set by_ the charter on the amount 
to be paid for street reconstruction Dy 
the tax-payer.

The peopie 
in that vicinity are making a “most 
vigorous fight, aud, encouraged bv the success 
of the Frankiin avenue folks, wh» succeeded 
in fighting off granite at the lust moment, 
they have not yiven up all hope 
yet. Some of the people in 
the neighborhood of Cass avenue openly 
declare that if the granite is laid the bilis they 
will have to pay will be such that it wil 
amount to an actual confiscation o! their 
propertv.

Nearly all the property between 
the streets mentioned is held for speculative 
purposes, and there could be no objection to 
this improvement, whichis absvlutely neces- 
sary and which would enhance the value of 
the property. Aiterwards the outlying 
strects might be laid hold of, 
when the business portion is 
well under way. The board, however, does 
not believe in this plau, and is launching out 
into the suburbsina way that is causing a 
widespread opposition. It would certainly be 
the proper plan to begin with down town 
streets and the business center. 

In some cases the estimate of the recon- 
struction has already been fizured out by the 
Street Department. For instance, on Olive 
stieet, from Twelfth to Grand avenue, the fig- 
ures for granite are given as follows: From 
Twelfth street to Jefferson avenue, the cost 
wiil be $6 70 per front foot, and from Jefferson 
avenue to Grand avenue, $7 © per front foot. 

On Fourth, Fifth and Sixth streets. {rom 
Spruce street to Franklin avenue, asphaitum 
is to be used and the cost is estimated as fol 
lows: Fourth street, $11 95; Sixth street, $8 50. 
The cost will be on the basis of $48 per 
square.
